After  taking  so  much  care  to  develop  and  raise  perennials  of  unusual  merit  it  is  only 
natural  that  we  should  pack  these  bulbs  and  roots  with  equal  care.  Different  bulbs  and 
roots  require  packing  in  different  ways,  and  in  each  case  only  the  correct  packing  mate¬ 
rial,  and  plenty  of  it  is  used.  Very  fine  planer  shavings  are  used  for  Gladiolus  while  the 
same  material  or  moss  is  used  for  Peonies.  All  other  varieties  are  packed  in  the  best  grade 
of  moss.  Not  only  this  but  the  moss  must  be  dry  or  damp  depending  upon  the  variety. 
It  is  dampened  when  necessary  to  give  the  bulbs  or  roots  exactly  the  right  conditions  so 
that  they  will  be  fresh  and  ready  to  plant  regardless  of  whether  they  travel  to  England, 
California  or  Minneapolis.  This  careful,  scientific  packing  protects  every  bulb  and  root 
from  injury  and  assures  you  of  receiving 
them  in  as  fine  condition  as  if  you  had 
driven  to  the  nursery  for  them. 

This  care  in  packing  is  the  same  for  all 
orders.  The  $i.oo  order  is  packed  as  if 
it  were  worth  $iooo  because  it  is  good 
business.  You  may  only  want  a  $i.oo 
bargain  this  year  and  order  a  perennial 
garden  next  year.

The  Aristocrats  of  the  Flower  Kingdom 


What  we  do  want  you  to  realize  is  that 
Peonies  have  personalities  that  are  as  differ¬ 
ent  as  character  in  people.  All  Peonies  are 
not  alike  any  more  than  all  members  of  the 
“white  race”  are  the  same.  It  is  this  person¬ 
ality  or  individuality  that  first  appealed  to 
C.  A.  Pfeiffer  as  a  home  gardener  and  it  is 
what  we  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time 
to  developing  in  our  Peonies  grown  here  at 
Winona.  In  the  varieties  offered  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages  you  will  find  the  Peonies  that 
appeal  to  you  most,  the  ones  you  will  want 
to  raise  and  be  proud  to  show  to  friends. 

The  Peony  is  one  of  the  hardiest  of  all 
flowering  plants,  being  able  to  stand  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  25  or  more  degrees  below  zero, 
without  the  slightest  covering  in  the  Winter. 
It  will  also  grow  and  do  well  with  a  min¬ 
imum  amount  of  attention — although  it  will 
respond  readily  to  any  care  given  it  and  will 
more  than  repay  you  for  any  work  you  put 
on  it. 

Generally  speaking,  any  good  garden  soil 
will  produce  good  Peonies,  but  a  good  rich, 
black  loam  soil,  deeply  spaded  or  plowed,  is 
the  best.  If  you  want  to  enrich  the  ground, 
dig  a  deep  enough  hole  so  you  can  put  about 
six  inches  of  rotten  manure  in  the  bottom 
and  then  six  inches  of  dirt  on  top  of  this  be¬ 
fore  you  plant  the  Peony.  Do  not  under  any 
circumstances  get  manure  in  contact  with  the 
roots  or  over  the  crown,  because  if  you  do, 
you  will  rot  the  roots  and  be  almost  certain 
to  ruin  your  plants. 

The  best  size  plant  is  a  division  from  a 
two-  or  three-year-old  clump,  with  three, 
four  or  five  good,  big,  strong  buds  on  it.  It 
should  be  planted  so  that  the  top  of  the  buds 
are  two  or  three  inches  below  the  level  of  the 
ground — be  careful  and  not  plant  too  deep, 
because  it  will  not  bloom  if  you  do.  Also,  if 
planted  too  shallow  it  is  liable  to  be  heaved 
out  of  the  ground  and  injured  in  this  manner. 

As  to  the  time  of  planting,  you  are  apt  to  hear 
most  anything.  Early  Fall,  late  Fall  or  early 
Spring  planting  under  certain  conditions  may  all 
prove  satisfactory,  and  we  admit  we  have  planted 
them  at  practically  every  month  in  the  year  that 
they  could  be  moved,  but  for  ourselves  we  like  to 
plant  them  in  the  early  Fall,  as  soon  after  the  first 
of  September  as  possible.  We  know  for  an  actual 
fact  that  Peonies  planted  in  the  early  Fall  will  be 
way  ahead  of  those  planted  real  late  in  the  Fall  or 
early  in  the  Spring. 

We  do  not  believe  in  selling  small  one-  or  two- 
eye  divisions.  The  reason  some  growers  do  so, 
is  practically  the  same  as  Spring  planting — by  so 
doing  they  greatly  increase  their  sales.  Take  for 


instance  the  sale  of  a  $10.00  Peony.  Everybody 
who  can  afford  to  buy  one  will.  Then  when  a 
small  division  of  it  is  offered  for  sale  at  half  price 
a  lot  of  people  who  have  wanted  it  and  could  not 
afford  it,  will  buy — thinking  they  are  getting  it 
cheap.  The  fact  that  they  may  have  to  wait  two 
or  three  years  before  it  begins  to  amount  to  any¬ 
thing  never  enters  into  their  consideration. 

All  right — now  that's  settled.  We  are  going  to 
plant  a  large  division  from  a  two-or  three-year-old 
clump  with  the  buds  two  or  three  inches  below  the 
level  of  the  ground;  in  the  months  of  September  or 
October  if  possible.  Be  sure  the  ground  is  firmly 
packed  around  the  roots.  For  permanent  planting 
three  feet  is  good  average  distance  to  have  them 
apart.  Then  the  first  Fall  after  the  ground  is 
frozen,  cover  with  a  light  mulch  of  straw  or  hay. 
After  the  first  year  they  need  no  covering  of  any 
kind.  Planted  carefully  like  this  they  will  be  well 
rooted  the  first  Fall  ana  many  of  them  will  bloom 
the  following  Spring,  practically  all  of  them  the 
second  Spring,  but  don’t  expect  your  Peonies  to 
be  at  their  very  best  until  they  are  three  years  old. 
Remember,  if  you  expect  to  get  the  best  results 
they  need  to  be  well  cultivated  or  hoed,  and  if  it’s 
dry  and  hot  when  the  buds  are  developing  a  little 
extra  water  will  greatl}r  increase  the  size  of  the 
bloom.

Irises  are  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  the  hardy  perennials.  No  other  perennial  plant 
available  to  our  gardens  combines  so  many  good  qualities.  They  are  inexpensive,  extremely  hardy,  may 
be  grown  under  a  great  variety  of  conditions  with  a  minimum  amount  of  care,  and  they  have  a  won¬ 
derful  range  of  colors  from  the  lightest  pale  yellow  to  rich  gold  and  deeo  bronze,  delicate  pale  blues, 
and  lavenders  to  dark  blue  and  violet  to  deepest  purple,  light  pink  to  claret  and  deep  maroon,  all  the 
shades  of  lavender,  mauve,  violet  and  pure  white,  with  an  endless  array  of  combination  colors. 

Irises  are  of  easy  culture,  and  can  be  planted  almost  anytime  the  ground  is  not  frozen,  they  will  do 
best  in  a  sunny,  well  drained  location  in  a  medium  loose,  mellow  soil.  Irises  must  be  planted  shallow; 
many  people  plant  too  deep  and  the  plants  rot.  The  Rhizome  or  fleshy  part  of  the  root  should  be  just 
under  the  surface  of  the  ground.  If  your  location  is  a  low  spot  where  water  will  stand,  it  is  advisable 
to  make  raised  beds,  so  the  water  cannot  stand  around  the  roots.  Good  drainage  is  necessary.  If  the 
soil  is  sour,  an  application  of  hydrated  lime  is  advisable.  Never  use  manure.
